The Hundredth Hour

Crucial events in Korea pose the threat of an- 
other war. Yet Winston Churchill, one who should 
know, says war is not by any means inevitable. The 
following is just a fanciful story of the future. Will 
anything like it ever really be written? 


“Spring came early to Alberta in 1951. I think 
it was the most welcome spring I'd ever seen. Yet 
before it was over, plenty of people wished they'd 
never gone through it. 

“Life went along pretty much the same as it 
always did—except for the cost of living (which 
seemed to go higher every day), and the gathering 
clouds of war, threatening to rain down a bedlam 
of destruction on mankind. 

“They finally did. 

“I remember the night 
it all started. Things 
had been getting worse in 
Korea, with the Chinese 
Reds again on the rampage. 
By the way, did you know 
that H. G. Wells predicted 
years ago the Chinese and 
Americans would end up 
fighting each other?

““FLASH—TOKYO SAYS A-BOMB USED ON 
CHINA REDS, ANY OTHER REPORTS?’ 


“Next thing we knew, the darn machine just 
about went to pieces with the copy rattling off it. 
They’d done it, alright, and not many people 
blamed MacArthur, either. They dropped an 
A-bom smack om a North Korean city loaded with 
Red troops about to shove off for the south. They 
say 200,000 Reds were in a railway town with a 
normal population of 10,000. You can imagine what 
happened. 

“Bedlam followed the first flash that the UN 
forces: had used the atom bomb. But I guess our 
newsroom wasn’t the only disorderly spot on the 
North American continent. 

“They dropped it at 10:00 p.m., Tuesday, our 
time. 

“During the next 24 hours the prime minister 
declared a state of emergency throughout the coun- 
try. Civil defence plans came out of pigeon-holes, 
and were put into action in surprising rapidity. 

“You might say Canada just about turned into 
a police state. The RCMP, along with the Army, 
took over control. General travelling was halted. 
About 5,000 Communists were rounded up, just as 
a precaution. 


Unearthly Quiet 


“Then we all settled back, waiting to see what 
would happen. 


“It seemed as if an awful, unearthly quiet 
settled over the world. The battlefields were 
silent. The West stood tense, waiting to see 
what Russia’s reaction would be. 

“After all, China had launched an. undeclared 
war on the United Nations. Korea was merely the 
battleground. Would Russia support Chinese Com- 
munist aggression to the very end? 

“Friday dawned bright and beautiful. Then, 58 
hours after MacArthur used the A-bomb, Russian 
planes were detected winging their way over the 
Arctic, 


“It was dusk when one swept in over Ed- 
monton, 

“The bomb landed on McDougall hill, just’ be- 
It blew the biggest 
hole in the _ground:I’ve ever seen. 

“We were fortunate in that the biggest part of 
the blast was deflected upwards by the contour of 
the hill, with a lot of it going out harmlessly across 
the river valley. 

“The 150,000 people of the city were ready for 
it, of course. The basement was the only place you 
could escape the blast. 

“Just the same, it Was the most horrible thing 
I've ever known. It seemed as if Hell itself had 
exploded, : 

“The only other place in Alberta that was 
bombed was Redwater. They got it when an 
A-bomb it the main oil storage plant. The idea 
was to cut off the oil supply and paralyze Canada's 
fighting machine. 

“Meanwhile, North America’s terrific fighting 
machine had gone into action. 

“Russia got it before the night was out. 

““By Sunday morning we were wondering if 
Russia had any more A-bombs. 

“A hundred hours after they dropped the 
bomb in Korea, the Atomic war was over. 

“But not World War III. Russia’s Atomic war 
plans were completely destroyed in the Allied 
counter-attack. And the West wasn’t using any- 
more A-bombs for just about the same reason. But 
neither were giving up. There was just one pros- 
pect ... a long, tough, horrible fight.”

troversial County Act, slated to 
become law next year. 

Only one district, Vulcan, has 
applied for the establishment of 
a County, which would amalga- 
mate Municipal Districts and 
School Divisions. = 

Mr. Gerhart said there was no 
compulsion about the transition 
to the county system. He called 
the larger county unit ‘capably 
covered by one school superin- 
tendent, today’s ideal.”

DISTRICT AGRICULTURE PROBLEMS 
DISCUSSED AT CONFERENCE 


By H. F. Irwin 
Four regional Agricultural Service Board Conferences 
were held during the last week in November, respectively at 
Spirit River, Vegreville, Edmonton and Calgary. The last 
was for the District Agriculturists and Field Supervisors serv- 
ing that part of the province which includes this district. 


It was presided over by A. M. 
Wilson, Field Crops Commissioner 
and G. R. Sterling, Supervisor of 
Soil Conservation and Weed Con- 
trol. S. S. Graham, Supervisor of 
District Agriculturists, also at- 
tended. 

The agenda of the conference 
was in two consecutive sections, 


the first under the chairmanship 
of G. R. Sterling, devoted-to a 
discussion of a number of items 
outlined by the department: super- 
vision and reclamation of eroding 
farms, seed program, winter 
schedule, rat control, roadside 
seeding and spraying, demonstra- 
tion projects for 1951, tree plant- 
ing, Bangs control and forage 
control and Bangs control were 
discussed at considerable length. 
crop policy. Tree planting and rat 
Bangs control is receiving wide 
attention throughout the province, 
and because of this an advisory 
committee of six has been appoint- 
ed, the last two heing named at 
the Calgary Conference: D. L. 
Steed, District Agriculturist, 
Cardston, and H. F. Irwin, Field 
Supervisor, M.D. Starland. 

Urgency in educating the public 
on rat control was stressed. Even 
now rats may be established well 
within the province. 

After disposing with the first 
part of the agenda, the second was 
given over to problems submitted 
in writing, from the floor. H. F. 
Irwin was chairman of this sec- 
tion. 

Latest available information on 
coyote control discusses various 
methods: 

Snares— harly ever used. 

Traps— no longer used as first 
line of attack, but rather as a 
last resort. 

Coyote Getters— very satisfac- 
tory. Sheep will not bother.them, 
but dogs will. 

Den Hunting— from anh air- 


plane. If a plane cannot land a 
flag or marker is dropped and a 
ground crew digs out the den. 

Airplane Hunting— Good results; 
used for den hunting and on a call 


basis, and also to transport poison 
baits. 

Poison— most efficient and eco- 
nomical means available. A new 
poison ‘1080,” tasteless and sol- 
uble in water gives the best re- 
sults, used in sheep and horse 
carcasses. This will be discussed 
at length in a later article.
